St. Quentin Cathedral k Burned 
Germans in Wanton Destruction 
Convent AmongBuildings Looted

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES BEFORE ST. QUENTIN, 
Aug. 


17.—The beautiful St. Queniin cathedral today is a smoking mass of ruins, a 
duplicate of its sister martyred cathedral of Rheims. it is the latest victim of 
German destruction. 


Beyond the cathedral may be seen the smoke of numerous villages, curling 


into the sky. 
The fury of German destrucliveness is again asserting 
itself. 


While the burning and looting resembles that iphich preceded the German re- 
treat in March, there are no indications that the enemy is preparing to evacuate 
the territory in this region immediately. 
' 


Fire and terror is being spread in the French towns held by the enemy and j 


now coming under the guns of troops fighting to redeem them. 
Recently cap- 


tured German prisoners declare St. Queniin has been completely sacked. Every- 
thing of any value has been carried 
off. 


All that could not be carried away has been destroyed. 
The houses of the 


town are fitted only with furniture. -Even crockery 'a>n$ destroyed—smashed 
upon the floor^f the houses which the Germans looted. 
The convent Was en- 


lered and the jurnilure there destroyed. 
Clothing thai was found was torn to 


pieces and pianos piled about hapharzardly in heaps. 


The Si. Queniin cathedral was seen to burst into flames suddenly on Wed- 


nesday evening. 
All 
night long it burned. 
The light from the great pile 


illuminated the vast German denuded, devastated plain before the town for a 
distance of fifteen miles. 


Early Thursday the roof of the cathedral collapsed. 
The great arches Went 


crashing down into the burning debris. 
All combustible material in the cathe- 


dral was then gradually consumed. 


As the fire died out only the roofless, gutted walls of the cathedral remained. 


As a backgfound to this picture of desolation as viewed from the French lines 
the smoke of villages beyond them began to rue.

Tentative drafts 
of the laws prepared by the commis- 
sion's experts upon the subject were 
discussed, clause by clause, and as a 
result the three laws which are soon 
to become effective were evolved, pre- 
ented in the legislature and enacted 
into laws by the legislature.

But immediately 
after the address, which had been la* 
terspersed with statement* that the 
only real autocrats had been the "spe- 
cial Interests," and with comparisons 
of new 'Russia's democracy and this 
country's -political democracy," Mrs. 
L. G. Leonard, the center president, 
hurriedly announced that the center 
did not endorse the views of any of its 
speakers. > 


CREATES STIR. 


Coming after and not before the 
talk on "The Russian Revolution— 
War and Peace," this created a slight 
stir. The Oakland Center is the wo- 
men's organization that a short time 
ago refused Mrs. Hanna Sheehy-Skeff- 
ington, Irish Nationalist, its platform 
because of her criticism of England. 
Steffena, who but recently returned 


from Russia, said among other things: 


"The 
revolution, vras- not planned. 
It waa not a .revolutionists' revolution. 
In the terrorist days they were trying 
what we might call I. W. W. methods. 
When something terrible waa to be 
done, women were called upon." The 
success of the revolution, he sug- 
gested, was due to the education cam- 
paign that had been carried, largely 
by women, even into Siberia. 


BREAD HELD BACK. 


"It was the government's scheme of 
provocation;that finally brought the 
revolt about... There was hrtad in PeU 
rograd. but It was held back. The 
bread lines stood all day and the 
police were sent to hustle them—Just 
as they are sent in strikes. Some- 
times the things that were done were 
outrageous. The crowds were filling 
the streets and-watching. Then they. 
called out the Cossacks there. 
"From the time the Cossacks and 
the troops turned over their allegiance' 
to the people, it became a police chase. 
The crowd committed some outrages, 
but-each could be 'explained by some 
separate incident. But the rikob al- 
ways said 'No, we must not kill.' Ker- 
ensky refused to kill the ministers re- 
sponsible for so many terrible events, 
saying, 'No, that's what government 
did. We must not-do any of "the 
things that government did." 
The soldiers and workmen, said the 
speaker, proceeded in all the cities and 
towns to divide up the land. It was 
while this was going on, according to 
Steffens, that the German and Russian 
soldiers were sitting in the trenches 
talking things over.
